A despatch from Owen Sound says: 
Such is the list of injured in the railway 
wreck that occured at midnight on Thurs- 
day on the Canadian Pacific Railway at 
this point. The result, besides the in- 
jured, is the destruction of a big freight 
engine and the engine on the passenger 
train, the burning of the mail and ex- 
press car and the wrecking of the bag- 
gage car and smoker.

SLOW PROMOTION. 


The Struggle to Become a Captain of 

an Atlantic Liner. 

Promotion in the transatlantic nes 
is slow, and there are more deserving 
and qualified candidates than positions 
for thei, 

Probably the captalo bas been in the 
same Hine since he began as a fourth 
ofticer when he was 4 very young man 
Before that he must haye had some 
experience in sailing ships and ac 
quired at least a mate's certificate 
On many of the great transatlantic 
liners all the officers are holders of 
masters’ certificates, and thus some of 
them, although at the bottom so far as 
actual position goes, are certified by 
competent examiners in seamanship 
and navigation to be qualified for the 
top. 

There are six or seven navigating 
officers under the captain in the big 
gest ships, and each aspires to be 4 
captain himself in time. Progress ft 
labyrinthine In this profession, how: 
aver. “he ships themselves are graded 
as well as the men. 

Suppose you have risen to be chiet 
officer in one of the inferior vessels of 
the fleet; the captain dies or retires; 
his place is not given to you, but to 
the chief officer of the commodore ship 
of the line, and you are merely trans- 
ferred, without change of rank, to a 
better ship. From that ship you pass 
to a better and a better until the’slow 
and wearying progress leads you, after 
scores of voyages und anxious expert- 
ances in the fitful Atlantic in the fogs 
of summer and fhe hurricanes of win- 
ter, to the commodore ship. The com- 
mand of her becomes vacant, but it is 
oot yet for you. You are promoted to 
a captaincy—to the captaincy of the 
least important ship of the line. But, 
although you are sent down from the 
top of one ladder, it is to climb an- 
other, and you are little inclined to 
complain, 

Then, if there is nothing against you, 
if you avoid accidents and if the own- 
ers approve of you in all ways, you 
will in another tev’ years or so have 
bad command of intermediate ships 
and at last have risen to the newest, 
finest and fastest. By this time you 
are likely to be verging on middle age 
or beyond it, and the next step will 
be toward the limit at which you must 
retire, leaving the climbing to others, 
some of whom may never reach the 
top, near though it seems. 

Favor plays no part in advancement 
at sea, All the lines keep to those of 
their own officers whose ability and 
fidelity are proved und promote them, 
with few exceptions, in the rotation | 
have described.

Thin Glass and Thick. 

Glass is a substance that we cannot 
figure the strength of as we can a 
great many other things with which 
we are familiar, It varies greatly in 
itself. The strongest glass, as a rule, 
breaks into the greatest number of 
fragments. Comparing the strength of 
thin glass with thick, the former is rel- 
atively the stronger. This is a thing 
very often lost sight of. ‘hen, again, as 
to the difference between rough plate 
and polished plate, we find polished 
plate the stronger. This is perhaps to 
be attributed to the fact that all these 
very fine surface hair cracks are pol- 
ished out, These only go into the glass 
to a certain depth, and when they are 
all or nearly all polished and ground 
off there is less chance for some of 
them to form the basis of a crack, and 
thereby the glass is increased in 
strength. ests have been made, and 
some formulae bave been arrived at. 
As was to be expected, they show very 
irregular results as to the strength of 
glass. 


A Baseball His Tombstone.

The number of upplications for assist- 
ance has increased very rapidly, so that 
last year we had many more than we 
could attend to, ‘l’o enable us to meet 
this increased demand the Minister of 
Agriculture has this year given us 4 
special appropriation whereby we have 
been enabled to double our staff for this 
work, 

A new feature is being added. We 
have found in the past that frequently 
the neighbors in the vicinity of the 
farm being surveyed were interested 
and wished to observe the operations. 
This suggested the desirability of mak- 
ing these demonstrations public, and 
this will be done wherever possible. 
Anyone interested will be welcome on 
all occasions. By this means we shall 
be able to instruct a much larger num- 
ber in matters pertaining to drainage 
problems. 

Anyone wishing drainage surveying 
done should apply to Wm. H. Day, 
Department of Physics, 0.A.C., Guelph.

Odd Methods of the Indians on the 


: Sault Ste. Marie. 
On the Sault Ste. Marie the Indians 


have a novel methad of catching white- 
fish. Two Indians go with a canoe into 
the rapids. One occupies the bow and 
one the stern. 
dle to keep the boat’s head upstream. 
The former has a pole with which to 
steady the boat, standing upright in 
his place. 


The latter uses a pad- 


They take with them a dipnet four 


feet in diameter attached to a pole or 
handle fifteen feet long. This is placed 
ready to the band of the Indian in the 


bow. The fishing is done at the foot 


of the rapids,- where the Mater boils 
and tumbles furiously. 


With his pole the Indian in the bow 
holds the canoe or lets it float steadily 


sidewise, now up a little perhaps and 


then down, but always under perfect 
The Indian gazes constantly 
into the water, which is often ten feet 


deep where they are fishing and the 
depths of which no white man was 
ever yet able to school his eye to pene- 


trate. é 

Suddenly he seizes the net by the 
handle with one hand, still manipulat- 
ing the boat witb the other, and: plunges 
the net into the water, perhaps ten feet 


away, thrusting it to the bottom. Then 


he gives it a peculiar twist, draws it 
up and turns out into the boat often 
as many as half a dozen whitefish 
weighing from three to five pounds. . 
These Indian fishermen are unerring 
in casting their nets, and it is not an 
uncommon thing for them to capture 
How they are 
able to see the fish in the bottom of 
the rapids is a mystery no one has yet 
been able to fathom.

All authors steal, The capacity for 
stealing with art and elegance is ove 
of the most potent equipments of the 
literary man, 

Shakespeare was a magnificent thief.

Alexandre Dumas, the author of 
“The Three Musketeers” and “Monte 
Cristo,” was one of the most remarka- 
ble filebers in literature. In one single 
year his name was attached to no few- 
er than forty different books. Not only 
uid he steal unbfushingly from every 
nutbor who came handy, but he em- 
ployed numerous literary ghosts and 
passed off their work as bis own, 

Brought to book, he had a ready re- 
ply. “The man of genius does not 
bteal,” he said; “he only conquers,” 

Alexander Pope, who made thou- 
bands of pounds by his poetic transla- 
tion of Homer's “Iliad,” was an indif- 
ferent Greek scholar. In addition to 
Stealing from previous translators, he 
employed others to help and then 
claimed the whole work as his own. 

When he translated “The Odyssey” 


“ALL DEALERS” 


he kept the public in ignorance that 
only twelve books could be called his 
and that the rest were the work of men 
whom he paid badly. 

The arguments {n Pope’s “Essay on 
Man” were furnished by Lord Boling- 
broke, and his “Essay on Criticism” 
was a poetic version of the conyersa- 
tion of his intimates. 

Richard Brinsley Sheridan, wit, 
dramatist and politician, stole his fa- 
mous characters Charles Surface and 
Joseph Surface in “The School Tor 
Scandal” from Tom Jones and Biifil in 
Fielding’s well known novel, and he 


abducted Tabitha Bramble and Sir 


Hubert Mackilligut and transformed 
them into those still more entertaining 
characters Mrs. Malaprop and Sir Lu- 
cius O’Trigger in “The Rivals.”

An Interesting Experiment. ; 
That the earth revolves on its axis 
can be proved by a simple experiment. 
Fill a medium sized bowl nearly full 
of water and place it upon the floor of 
a room that is not exposed to jarring 
from the street. Upon the surface of 
the water spriukle a coating of lyeopo- 
dium powder, ‘Then take powdered 
eharcoal and draw a straight black 
line two inches long upon the conting” 
The line should be north and south. 
After this is done lay upon the floor 
u stick so that it will be exactly paral- 
tel with the chareoal line. Any sta- 
tionary object in the room will an- 
swer as well, provided it is parallel 
with the line. If the bowl is left un- 
disturbed for several hours it will be 
seen that the black mark has turned 
toward the parallel object and has 
moved from east to west in a direc- 
tion opposite to the movement of the 
earth on its axis. This proves that 
the earth in reyolying has carried the 
water with it, but the powder on the 
surface bas been left a little behind.

ANCIENT CLOCKS. 


Curiosities Im the Museum of the 
Town of Schramberg. 

In the town of Schramberg, in the 
Black forest district of Wurttemberg, 
Germany, where one of the chief in- 
dustries is clockmaking, there Is an 
interesting museum of timepleces. The 
collecton displays the gredual develop- 
ment in the making of clocks for many 
centuries. 

Among the curiosities are many of 
great historical value. There is an 
alarm celock constructed in the year 
1680 for the use of travelers, In form 
it resembles a lantern, and the interior 
is designed to hold a lighted candle. 
The candle is slowly pushed forward 
by a spring, which also controls the 
mechanism of the clock. A little pair 
of shears clip the wick of the candle 
automatically every minute to regulate 
its light. The lantern is inclosed with 
movable slides, so that the sleeper is 
not at first disturbed by the presence 
of light. 

The alarm is set by inserting a peg 
in the second dial plate. When the 
required hour arrives the alarm is 
sounded, and at the same time the 
movable slides fall, flooding the room 
with light, 

Among the curiosities is a Japanese 
saw clock. The clock itself produces 
the motive power by descending a 
saw formed strip of metal, the teeth of 
which operate the wheel of the clock- 
work. In another Japanese clock the 
hand is attached to a weight, which 
sinks once in twenty-four hours. The 
time is indicated by a hand on the 
perpendicular seale.

Improvement of Farm Crops 


Farmers are invited to attend and 
take part in special meetings in the in- 
terests of production of good seeds and 
eradication of weeds, which will be 
held in the Opera House, Stirling, on 
the evening of June 281d, and at Madoc 
on the evening of June 24th, The Pro- 
vincial and Dominion Departments of 
Agriculture are co-operating in holding 
these meetings for the benefit of farmers. 
The meetings will be addressed by Mr. 
T. G. Raynor, B,S.A., Ottawa, who has 
charge of the Ontario work carried on 
under the direction ofthe Dominion 
Seed Branch, Mr. Raynor's wide ex- 
perience as an Institute worker in all 
the Provinces of the Dominion is well 
known, and he is specially. qualified to 
deal with the subjects which will be 
taken up at the meetings. 

The following topics will receive more 
or less attention at each session : 

(a) The best methods of producing 
pure, strong seeds of Clover, Timothy, 
and Alsike, with special reference to the 
preparation of seed bed and kinds of 
seed used, 

(b) The cleaning of clover seed crops 
before being cut. 

(c). Weeds, and how they are intro- 
duced on the farm; the knowledge of 
their nature and growth an essential to 
their control and eradication. 

(d) The best method of improving the 
yield and quality of Potatoes by seed 
selection. | 

{e) The advantage of maintaining on 
a farm a special breeding plot for seed 
Oats, Wheat, Barley and Corn. — 

(£) Soil cultivation and its relation to 


q' maintaining and improving the vigor 


and productiveness of field crops, 
(g) The marketing of pure commer- 


| cial seed. 


(h) The Ontario laws relative to the 
destruction of noxious weeds, 

The speaker will bé equipped with 
samples of weed seeds, colored charts 
representing many of the noxious weeds 
of Ontario, samples of good and poor 
seed grain, etc. 

Any topic dealing with methods of 
improving farm crops will be open for 
discussion at these meetings. Farmers 
and others are requested to bring weeds 
and weed seeds, samples of grain, corn, 
ete., to the meetings for identification 


Agriculture in Public Schools 
and Training of Teachers 


BY G, C, CREBLMAN, PRIS. AGRICULTUR- 
AL COLLEGH, GUELPH, 


The problem of successfully teaching 
agriculture in the public schools has 
long been under trial and consideration, 
and everyone admits the wisdom of in- 
structing the children in the rural 
schools in the elementary principles of 
the science that relates to their life ac- 
tivities, The difficulty, however, of 
securing teachers specially trained for 
the work has hindered adyancement, 
The day is gone by for thinking that 
the subject may be adequately provided 
for by a text book alone. There must 
be more than this. The schools must 
have teachers prepared for the work, 
The rural schools must have special 
rural teachers. All over America a 
movement to secure this end is in evi- 
dence, Ontario has been active in the 
cause for the past four years, but great- 
er public interest is needed in order to 
attain results commensurate with the 
importance of the interests involved, 
The basic industry of Ontario—agricul- 
ture, requires for its proper growth and 
development the co-operation of the 
schools, All those interested in the ed- 
ucation of children—trastees, parents, 
and teachers—should share in the re- 
sponsibility of meeting the requirement. 

To this end arrangements have been 
made by the Education Department for 
the holding of a Summer School for 
teachers at the Agricultural College at 
Guelph. It opens on July 2nd and con- 
tinues ‘for four weeks. Instruction is 
given in five distinct courses, viz: 1. 
Elementary Agriculture. 2. Nature 
Study. 8.-Art and Constructive Work. 
4, Manual Training (woodwork). 5. 
Household Science. acdonald Hall 
will be open for the accommodation of 
lady teachers at at charge of $15 for the 
four weeks, There are no tuition fees. 
The instruction in Elementary Agricul- 
ture prepares the teacher for taking up 
the work of school gardening at our 
rural schools. All the other courses 
help to fit the teacher to teach children 
in terms of their environment and their 
life activities, The urban teachers will 
have their needs met in the courses in 
Nature Study, Art, etc. Further par- 
ticulars may be had on application. 

The Ontario Agricultural College has 
given instruction along these lines dur- 
ing the past four years to about 250 
teachers. It has only reached so far a 
very, very small fraction of our school 
children thereby. It desires to extend 
its usefulness and asks for the active 
sympathy of all concerned. Teachers 
should be encouraged by their trustees 
to take up the work, Only by this co- 
operation can our schools be brought 
into accerd with recent and approved 
educational development. ve

In this way, for instance, if was no 
secret that the late Sir William BHar- 
court was descended from the Plan- 
tagenet kings, and several gentlemen 
who bear no other legal designation 
than plain Mr. are known to have royal 
blood In their veins.

less the yield from the areas which 
were not seriously affected by the ad- 
verse weather conditions last season is 
exceptionally heavy, a shortage of seed 
for next spring’s trade is more than 
probable. 

In view of the conditions cited, the 
advisability of utilizing every available 
clean field, or part of field, for cloyer 
seed purposes is urged, 

In growing cloyer and grass seed for 
the market it is ini poneany to bear in 
mind that the standard of purity de- 
manded in the Canadian trade is high- 
er than it was a few years ago. he 
demand for seed of first quality has 
substantially increased. The result of 
this demand for seed of good quality 
has been that the seed grower finds im- 
pure seed an almost unmarketable com- 
modity, while the production of good 
clean seed has grown to be a remuner- 
ative industry. Hence the necessity of 
taking every possible precaution against 
the presence of noxious weed seeds. 

The first step in the production of 
good clover and grass seed is to procure 
the cleanest possible seed. If this is 
used on clean Jand and is followed by a 
thorough system of weeding in the field, 
the product will be clean. The field 
weeding is of prime importance, al- 
though it is often overlooked. When 
we remember that every growing weed, 
if allowed to mature, will produce from 
10,000 to 50,000 seeds, it will be readily 
understood that the removal of these 
plants must make a great difference in 
the market value of the seed. 

With red clover the best results are 
obtained by pasturing, or cutting the 
first cropearly. his allows a stronger 
second growth for the seed crop and 
also lessens the danger of damage from 
the clover seed midge. If the clover is 
pastured, the stock should be turned off 
early in the season and the field mowed, 
in order to cut down the weeds and pro- 
duce an even second growth. © 

Alsike and red clover may be harvest- 
ed with a reaper or a mower, with or 
without a table attachment. If no table 
attachment is used and the clover is 
well ripened, it should be’cut and raked 
when the dew is on, in order to preyent 
shelling. 

The clover huller is the best machine 
for threshing alsike and red clover, but 
the ordinary grain separator will do the 
work fairly well if properly regulated. 
The grain separator will not hull the 
seed as thoroughly, and in consequence 
there is more waste of good seed unless 
the straw be threshed a second time, 
But the fact that there is no clover hull- 
eravailableshould not deterfarmersfrom 
saving at least sufficient seed fo: their

The saloon or public house has shown 
itself to be everywhere—in Britain as in 
Canada—a controlling factor in politics. 
Ontario is one of the most sober prov- 
fnces in the world and its late govern- 
ment was led by a life-long prohibition~ 
ist? Yet it was the saloon that wiped 
out the Ross government and that, not 
by opposing it, but by demoralizing it 
—by eating its heart out, That govern- 
ment accepting the undertakings of its 
predecessor, the Mowat government, 
promised as vigorous temperance logis- 
fation as the constitution would permit 
toa province. Yet it had to break that 
promise, finding that it could not carry 
a following to its fulfilment. The Lib- 
eral mombers were afraid of the saloon. 
The people then lost faith in the govern- 
ment and failed to back the party. , The 
same power has recently been manifest- 
ing itself in England, where elections 
are being lost by a government which 
has dared to set a term to the tenure of 
public-house licenses, which the Balfour 
government, under brewer dictation, 
had established in perpetuity.

A GREWSOME SUICIDE 


James Moon’s Fiendish Compo-| 
sure In Planning Death. 


HE MADE GOOD HIS BOAST.| 


This Singular Man Vowed He Would 
Make by His Remarkable Manner of 


Death a Name For Himself That 
Would Live For Years. 
In all the annals of suicides the 


world over it is not recorded that any 
man prepared for death and stared 
the grim reaper in the face with more 
fiendish composure than did James 
Moon in planning and working month} 
after month on the most remarkable} 
method of ending his life, which he | 
adopted and put into execution in the | 


old Lahr hotel at Lafayette, Ind., many 

years ago. 

After strapping his body securely to} 
the floor he then chloroformed himself 
so that he would remain perfectly mo- 
tionless until a candle, burning through 
a cord, would release the blade of a 
guillotine of his own inyention to sey- 
er his head from ‘his body. 

“IT will make for myself a name that 
will live for years and years after my 
death,” boasted Moon when first he 
began to work. on his plan, months be- 
fore he actually carried it out. It was 
not an idle boast. His name is still 
remembered beyond the confines of 
Tippecanoe county, for the diabolical 
cunning employed in his grewsome 

deed insures the perpetuation of the 
story for years to come. 

The crude but effective guillotine by 
which Moon/chopped off his head is 
now one of the most interesting relics 
in the museum of Purdue university. 

The sanity of Moon had been ques- 
tioned before the startling act of self 
destruction, for he was continuously - 
talking of revolutionizing the world by | 
various remarkable inventions upon 
which he was working, One of bis 
hobhies was a sewing machine that 
he promised would far excel anything 
yet invented in that line, and he would 
spend days working on it in a little 
shed in the rear of his home. Moon 
was known throughout the county, and 
there were some who believed that he 
Wasereally a genius and some day 
would succeed in the one great inven- 
tion on which his heart and mind were 
sét, ‘Though none of his machines 
was ever successful, there is no deny- 
ing that his guillotine was a master- 
piece of amateur mechanical art. After 
his death it was learned that he had 
spent months in perfecting the instru- 
ment whith was once the terror of 
France, ;

The hour must haye been late before 
Moon began his work of setting up 
the guillotine, for the men in the ad- 
joining room-told that the light in his 
room was burning when they retired, 
but. wo sounds came from the silent 
chamber. Tt is presumed, however, that 
he employed the early part. of the eyen- 
ing in putting the different parts of 
the guillotine together. he arm prop- 
er was six feet three Inches long and 
was in three separate pieces and was 
constructed out of Hard onk. Tach 
part was put together yvith screws 
that there would be no»noise 
sary in erecting it. 

The work of putting this arm togeth- 
er must have taken considerable time, 
as each plece was thoroughly braced to 
prevent in any direction.

Moon even took the trouble to pre 
pare a small box filled with cotton to 
receive his hend when it rolled from 
his body. Through a hole in each side 
of the box and beneath his chin he 
passed a stick, the object of this be- 
ing to prevent his head from falling 
forward when he became unconscious. 
The stick held his head so that there 
was no chance for the broadax to miss 
his neck in the exact spot that he had 
enaleulated, 

Shorter and shorter grew the yellow 
flaine on the side of the wall, but the 
man caleulated coldly and deliberately, 
and be had time for everything. When 
the candle had burned a certain dis- 
tance he reached for a bottle of chloro 
form that he had placed at his side, 
dashed its contents on a heavy cloth 
and placed it across his nose and the 
lower part of his face; then, thrusting 
his hands beneath the strap across his 
chest, the man had completed every 


| detail, and all that remained was for 


the flame of the candle to release the 
guillotine’s blade. 

The night had passed, and the day 
came, with no one aware of the trag- 
edy that had been enacted. Supposing 
that Moon was sleeping late, he was 
left undisturbed until late In the after- 
noon. Then a colored porter was sent 
to investigate. Getting no response to 
his knock, he stood on a chair and 
looked through the transom of the 
door, With a yell, he fled from the 
building. 

Then the door was forced open, and 
the manner in which Jim Moon had 
sought to perpetuate his name was re 
vealed, The coroner, Dr. W. W. Vin- 
negge, was called, and a jury of prom- 
inent citizens was impaneled before 
the body of Moon became cold.

KILLING A DEVILFISH. 


Sport on the Gulf cf Mexico That En- 
tails Muscle Racking Work. 

The task of hitting a devilfish from 
a fourteen foot boat was left to the 
bachelor of the party, the married 
member explaining that he felt his 
duty to the ones at home excluded him 
from anything that smacked so of 
‘suicide.

One of the worst breaks that ever 
took place on the Cornwall canal, and 
certainly the most disastrous occurred 
on Tuesday morning at the O. & N, Y. 
railway bridge, just above lock 18, 

The 200 foot swing bridge of the On-| 
tario and New York Railway, crossing 
the Cornwall canal a mile above the 
town of Cornwall, is a complete wreck ;

THE LESSON WORD STUDIES. 


(Based on the text of the Revised 
Version.) 3 

The Epistle to the Ephesians.—This 
epistle is one of a group of epistles writ- 
ten by the apostle Paul during his im- 
prisonment at Rome, near its close, in 
the year A.D. 63, or possibly 64. The 
Epistle to the Colossians and the: Epistle 
to the Philippians are companion letters 
written by the apostle from Rome dur- 
ing this same period of imprisonment. 
Though bearing the title “To the Ephe 
sians,” the letter seems to have been 


_|rather a circular one, addressed to sev- 


eral of the churches in Asia Minor. This 
seems to be indicated by the fact that 
some ancient manuscripts of the epistle 
omit the words “at Ephesus’ found in 
verse 1 of our present texts, while in 
some instances the words “at Laodi- 
cea” seem to have been substituted. It 
is not unlikely that the letter was Tre 
ceived and read not only in the church- 
2s of Ephesus and Laodicea, but in 
other Christian communities in Asia 
Minor also. Like several af the apos- 
le’s other letters, this one also falls 
naturally into two parts, of which the 
first part is devoted to a doctrina) dis- 
cussion, and the second to more prac- 
tical admonitions. It is unlike most of 
the apostle’s other epistles, however, in 
the absence of the spirit of controversy. 
It is rather an epistle of meditation, 
which Coleridge regarded as “One of the 
Givinest compositions of man”; and of 
which the same author says: “It em- 
braces every doctrine of Christianity; 
finst, those doctrines pecullar to Chris- 
tianity, and then those precepts com- 
mon to it with natural religion.” The 
central thought of the apostle’s argu- 
ment is the myslica] union of Christ 
and his*church. Beginning with the 
usual apostolic salutation, the apestle 
expresses his great joy over the blessed- 
moss of redemption, which he prays 
that his readers may have in a fuller 
measure, though he recognizes with 
thanksgiving the fact that faith, love, 
and good works already abound among 
them. He calls the attention of his 
readers to their past experience of God's 
grace and mercy, manifest in the fact 
that they who were at one time aliens 
are now “fellow-citizens with the saints. 
ond of the household of God, being built 
upon the foundations of the apostles 
and prophets, Christ Jesus himself be 
ing the chief corner stone.” As fellow- 
citizens they are also become “fellow- 


Y| heirs, and fellow-members of the body, 


and fellow-parlakers of the promise in 
Christ Jesus through the gospel.” In this 
is manifested “the love of Christ which 
passeth knowledge,” and with this love 
the apostle desires that they may be 
filled until they shall reach the “stature 
of the fullness of Christ’ (Eph.

Children of light—Again not merely 
children who are in the light, but such 
whom the divine light of truth and holi- 
ness has so penetrated that they have 
become in a sense the embodiment of 
that light, which now radiates out from 
them to others. 

9. For the fruit of the light is—The 
Statement of this verse gives in paren- 
thesis the apostle’s reason for exhorting 
hs readers to walk as children of light. 

10. Proving—Not simply examining 
and testing, but also demonstarting to 
others by their example what is well 
Pleasing unto the Lord, 

11. Have no _ fellowship—This verse 
continues the thought of verse 7 above. 

Untruitful works of darkness—Works 
destitute of any good results, and con- 
tributing-nothing to the fulfillment of 
life's Intended purpose or ils upbuilding. 

Reprove them—Not only shall the 
Christian silently abstain from partici- 
pating in forms of wickedness with 
which he is surrounded, but, rather, 
as opportunity affords, shall he seek to 
improve and correct the lives of others. 
The word “reprove” in classical usage 
always has the argumentative sense in 
the original. 

12. A shame even to speak of — The 
Meaning of the entire verse in relation 
‘te what precedes and immediately fol- 
lews (verse 13) is, probably, as suggest 
ed by Abbott, as follows: “Have no par- 
‘ticipation with the works of darkness, 
may, rather expose them, for the things 
they do secretly it is a shame even to 
tnention; but al] these things when ex- 
posed by. the light are made manifest 
in their true character.” 

14. Wherefore—Introducing the rea- 
en for the entire preceding exhorta- 
icn. 

He saith—We note that the pronoun 
is omitted in the original, as the italies 
sn the text indicate. It weuld be per- 
missible, therefore, to translate, “it is 
said,” instead of “he saith.’ What 
follows seems to be intended by the 
apostle as an exact quotation, the 
source of which, however, is not indi- 
cated,

by the apostle at this point, after he 
has warned his readers to avoid, and 
ye! at the same time to influence for

The Hero of Bulwer’s Novel and 
Hood's Poem Was Really a Vile 
Criminal Who Abandoned Wife and 
Children and Knew No Kemorse. 


Eugene Aram, the scholar and mur- 
derer who inspired two of the master- 
pieces of Wnglish literature — Hood’s 
poem and Bulwer’s noyel—was hanged 
on Aug, 6, 1756, 

Aram was born in 1704 In York- 
shire. By the time he was fourteen 
years old he was regarded in the neigh- 
borhood as a prodigy of learning, His 
fame for piety and gentleness as a 
scholar spread, and as a result he was 
invited to Knaresborough to open a 
school in 1784, There a strange de- 
yelopfhent took place in Aram’s char- 
acter. He formed: an association with 
a drinking, turbulent crowd of men, 
the opposite of himself, among them 
Daniel Clark, who kept a little cob- 
bler’s shop, and Richard Houseman, a 
flax dresser, 

In 1745 Clark married a woman with 
a small fortune of $1,000, Immediately 
he and his companions devised a 
scheme to rob her and her friends. 
Clark was to obtain all the goods he 
could on credit and hand them oyer to 
Aram and Houseman, who were to de- 
posit them in a safe place. Then after 
securing the plunder Clark was to de- 
camp, leaving his wife to shift for her- 

self, and the property was to be sold 
and divided among the three men. 
Clark went about procuring a wide 
variety of articles on credit. He pre- 
tended he was about to give a great 
wedding feast and borrowed silver 
tankards, salyers, spoons, ete. from 
whoever would Jend them. As fast 
as the different articles were obtained 
Clark, accompanied — by Aram and 
Houseman, carried them to a place 


called St. Robert’s cave. : 


When Clark had “borrowed” about 


| everything valuable his acquaintances 


had to lend, the plotters decided it was 
time for him to disappear. So in the 
early morning of Feb. 8, 1745, he, 
Aram and Houseman went to the cave 
to divide the spoils before Clark left. 
Aram and Clark had quarreled a good 
deal during the progress of predatory 
operations. At the entrance to the 
cave the quarrel was renewed, and 


Aram pushed Clark away and rained 


down tremendous blows on his head} 
and chest.’ Clark fell dead. 

Houseman, terrified at the sight and, 
as he said, afraid of meeting the same 
fate, turned and ran away. Aram did 
not show a particle of remorse or fear. 
He gathered up the booty and carried 
it to his house, where he buried part of 
it in the garden. 
body and heaped stones oyer the graye, 
In the afternoon he went for House- 
man and threatened him if he disclosed 
the murder and made him believe he 
was equally guilty in law. 

Clark’s disappearance was not no- 
ay or two. Then the peo- 
ple from whom he had “borrowed” 
jewelry and plate. began to make in- 
quiries. Suspicion was directed to 
Aram in some way. ‘The village au- 
thorities searched his house and found 
a bundle containing battered plate and 
clothing stained with blood. Notwith- 
standing this, no action seems to have 
been taken by the authorities, nor was 
it suspected that Clark had been mur- 
dered. The neighbors began to jeer at 
the learned schoolmaster, however, and 
Aram suddenly left his wife and chil- 
dren and walked to London. 

Yor fourteen years his family heard 
nothing of him. He spent the greater 
part of the time wandering about from 
place to place, at Jast finding o situa- 
tion as usher in a school at Lynn. In 
June, 1758, a horse dealer who had 
known him in Knaresborough met him 
in the Lynn market, Aram denied his 
identity. By a singular coincidence, 
almost the day the horse dealer accost- 
ed the now gray haired schoolteacher, 
a skeleton was found by some work- 
men digging a pit in Thistle hill, in 
Knaresborough. b 

A country town has a keen recollec- 
tion of everything that has occurred 
to disturb it, and immediately the dis- 
appearance of Clark fourteen years 
before was remembered, Houseman 
still alive, got drunk first and then 
joined the crowd of villagers looking 
at the exhumed skeleton. “Clark,” he 
said with drunken gravity, “was never 
boried here.” 


The latter, still too drunk to realize 
the gravity of his position, muttered 
that Clark’s body would be found in St. 
Nobert’s cave. The crowd made a 
rush for that place, and soon a skele 
ton was exhumed, 

“T did not kill him!’ gasped Mouse 
man, now thoroughly sober and terri 
fied. “It was Aram. 1 had no part.” 

Tiouseman was taken to the yillage 
jail, and a warrant was sworn out for h 
Aram, When the officers took him 
away from the school the pupils cried 
The government used Houseman as a 
Witness to conyiet Aram, The latter's 
speech in his own defense has come 
down complete—a masterly attack on 
circumstantial evidence, showing the 
intellectual power of the man Aram

To all 
appearance the thing was smashed be- 
yond recall. 

Nevertheless Merman Muller, a local 
violin repairer, who knew and loyed 
the old fiddle, took it in hand. Twice 
he carefully joined the time darkened 
pieces of wood. ‘Twice he decided that 
the Amati would not do, 

So once more he sonked the sixty- 
eight bits of wood apart. Then he 
eavefully modeled out of clay an arch 
such as he remembered that of the old 
Amati to have had and for nine weeks 
kept the bits of wood bound to it until 
they had gained the proper shape.

JOHN AND HIS IDOLS. 


The Chinaman Is Utterly Devoid of 
Reverence In His Religion. 
How the Chinaman regards his idol 
is told’ by the Rey. John MacGowan: 
“The Chinese is a person utterly de- 
yoid of reyerence, sentiment or devo- 
tion in his religion. With him it is a 
matter either of fear or of business, 
but mainly the latter. A house is 
plagued with sickness, which is put 
down not to bad sanitation or other 
natural causes, but to the presence of 
evil spirits. This leads to a visit to the 
nearest temple to get the idol to drive 
them away. A new business is going 
to be commenced, but before doing so 
it is deemed essential to get the sup- 
port of the idols. If one idol says it 
will not succeed another is appealed to 


for its opinion, and if it is fayorable it 


is at ence accepted as the correct one. 

“Should the venture turn out a fail- 
ure ne reproach of any kind is uttered 
against the god whose prediction has 
been falsified. The man takes the 
blame upon himself. His character hag 
not been pure, he says, or he was born 
under an eyil star, or he was naturally 
unlucky and so was bound to fail in 
anything that he undertook. 

“Men never dream of thinking about 
their idols as we do about God. No 
affection is shown for them. It is most 
amusing to watch the faces.of the Chi- 
nese when you ask them if the idols 
love them. The eyes gleam, the face 
broadens into a wide grin, and soon 
hearty laughter is heard at this most 
facetious and side splitting joke.”

BURNING A DIAMOND. 


The Experiment as Made by Davy and 
_ Faraday. : 

That diamonds will not only burn, 
but will blaze, was proved as long ago 
as 1814 by Sir Humphry Dayy and 
Michael Faraday. The experiment was 
carried out at llorence, where the two 
scientists were visiting the great Duke 
of Tuscany, whose burning glass was 
the medium through which the sun 
was induced to operate. This burn- 
ying glass consisted of a couple of con- 
yex lenses, distant from each other 
about three and a half feet, the large 
Jens being some fourteen inches in 
diameter, the smaller about three 
inches, The diamond rested on a rod 
of platinum which had a cup shaped 
receptacle at the top, pierced with holes 
to admit of free circulation of gas, 
This rod was fixed in the center of a | 
glass globe of twenty-two cubical 
inches capacity, exhausted of air and 
filled with pure bydrogen, 

Intense heat was brought to bear 
upon the diamond when it was ex- 
posed to the sun, the second lens great- 
ly reducing the focus. In the course
